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AN AGENCY 
IN PUBLICITY 

A unique experiment in inunicipal. publicity is being tried out in a 
number of Saskatchewan rural municipalities. A problem with a 
good many municipal councils was the lamerntible lack of know- 
ledge of municipal affairs which was retarding the progress of the 
community, and this notwithstanding all the efforts put forth by the 
government, the municipal ‘association, the school, and the press. 
as news, of course, and without’ charge, but the very ratepayers in 
most need of the information given did not get it for the’reason that 
there are in that‘class who do not read the newspapers—happily a 
class that is growing less numerous, but still numerous enough, To 
overcome this misfortune in certain municipalities, ‘the councils 
have decided to. subscribe for the local weekly -paper that serves 
them for every ratepayer in the community and charge the expendi- 
ture up to the taxpayers. ‘This is a radical innovation which will be 
watched with a great deal Of interest, The experiment is not the re- 
sult of newspaper salesmanship nor did the idea originate with the 
weekly press, says the Moose Jaw Times. It came from thé councils 
which were faced with a problem which publicity of some kind alone 
would solve, The idea, it is true, has been given an impetus by reas; 
gn of the failure of many other weeklies, which were unable to sur- 
vive the stressful cofditions due to high production costs and lagk 
of local support. The little country weekly is not to be despised. It 
performs a service to its community that is too often unappreciated 
until denied. When the little weekly “goes out” there is ndthing 
that will,just take its place. \We doubt very much if the experiment 
of municipal subscriptions will save the problem, Perhaps if, the 
municipal councils bought advertising space for’ the publicity they 
desire at regular rates, both the council and the paper would be in a 
better relationship, This is what is done all over the United States 
and the-practice is making headway in some of the larger 
Canada, where, niore and more, desired publicity is coming to be 
recognized as a Municipal News,

They have asked Premier Greenfield-to assign each farmer member 
to a special committee to investigate the workings of each depart: 
ment so that they may familiarize themselves with its operations and 
its financial needs. The farmer members propose to carry on this 
study while the House stands adjourned, When. they assemble 
again in the fall, ‘they will krrow considerably more about the depart- 
ments than they do now and they do not intend to let this process of 
self-education terminate then, 

This thoroughness is in keeping with, the teaching of the united far 
mers in the western provinces. They believe in preparedness, They 
are ready to devote time tt the mastery of the subjects that come be- 
fore them. ‘They are showing strength in the political life of the 
Dominion because they have given serious study to public questions 
Now that the Alberta farmers have taken over the government of 
the province, they want to know “what makes the wheels go round.”

Recently two ‘important speeches were delivered in Eastern Canada on | 
this subject, and in both ‘instances commonsense views were expressed and | 
sound advice given. One such address was delivered by Sir Clifford Sifton { 
before tte Toronto Board of Trade, and it must be admitted that if there is} 
any man in Canada.qualified to speak on the subject of population, and the 
relation of immigration. thereto, it is Sir Clifford Sifton. He has, had practi- 
cal experience in handling the problem, and, while mistakes may have been 
made under‘his administration, he certainiy succeeded in obtaining results to 
a greater degree that any other man before or since his regime as Minister : 
of the Interior. ° 

Sir Ciifford showed he had little sympathy with many of the pet theories 
which find acceptance in some quarters these days.

The second address to which reference is made was: by Professor C. R.| 
Fay, of Toronto University, on the subject “Principles of a Sound Immigra- 
tion Policy.” Like Sir Clifford Sifton he strongly urged a policy of going 
after and getiing settlers of the agricultural labor class. At the same’ time | 
he argued’ that good agricultural laborers could be obtained in the Old Coun-! 
try from a wider class than that of the farmers and farm Jaborers, if they 
are given the necessary training. He held, therefore, that Canada’s immigra- ' 
tion policy should provide-for the giving of such training, and in this connec-. 
tion instanced the success achieved in so many instances by soldier settlers | 
under the Soldier Settlement Board. He. advocated the, extension ofthis | 
policy for the direction of land settlement as a whole. 

Professor Fay summed up modern conditions of successful settlement as 


1. Land with reasonable marketing facilities. - 

. The right kind of land for the settler and the right kifd of crops for ‘the.' 
andy ' . 

3. Sufficieny capital ; some settlers might@e able to provide the whote for 
themselyes, bul assistance in the shape of loans would probably be rex equired 
in most cases. , ; 

The first essential to holding good settlers on the land was the right 
policy of lind settlements. The second was the reconstruction of-riral life 
around various forms of co-operative enterprise. Co-operation means, he 
said, better business, better farming, and a better country life. 

‘The o!d policy of bringing settlers into the country and then leaving 
them to shift for themselves will not do. They must be assisted in estab- 
lishing themSelves and taught as to the methods which make for success in 
this country, Furthermore, hand in hand with, or‘rather in advance of, the | 
adoption cf an aggressive policy to obtain this type‘of settlers, there must 
be action by the Federal Government to ensufe to the people, now on the 
land and to those who will come, adequate markets and marketing facilities to 
the end that the results-of their labor may yield a reasonable profit over costs 
of production and as a reward for the labor given and the capital invested.
